Funeral services for United 
States Senator Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. (Dem.) of Missouri, 
will be held Friday in Washing- 
ton, with burial in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, it was an- 
nounced today. 


Senator Hennings, 57 years 
old; died of abdominal cancer 
yesterday at his Washington 
home, to which he had returned 
last Saturday from George 
Washington University Hospital. 
A member of his staff said Mr. 
Hennings lost consciousness 
early in the afternoon. Mrs. 
Hennings was with him when 
he died. 


Services at Church. 


Funeral services will be held 
at 10 a.m. Friday at Presby- 
terian Church of the Pilgrims. 
Eight personal friends of the 
Senator were selected tentatively 
to serve as pallbearers, They 
are: 

Thomas J. Guilfoil and Morris 
A. Shenker, St. Louis attorneys; 
United States Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), of Tennessee; 
+ Roger C. Slaughter, Kansas City 
attorney and former United 
States Representative; John

Senator Hennings, after learn- 
ing he was suffering from can- 
cer, was reported to have re 
quested that simple services be 
held, and that his body not lie 
in state at the Capitol. He also 
requested burial in the national 
cemetery, it was reported. 

A spokesman for the family 
_ said today that it had requested 
that contributions to be sent to 
the American Cancer Society in 
lieu of floral offerings at the 


funeral. 
Had Undergone Operation. 


Senator Hennings had under- 
gone an abdominal operation last 
May at Mayo Clinic, Roches- 
‘ter, Minn., but his ailment grew 
progressively worse and he was 
unable to attend either the Dem- 
ocratic political convention or 
the August session of Congress. 

Since returning from the 
clinic, Senator Hennings had 
been admitted twice at George 
Washington University Hospital 
in Washington for post-operative 
treatment. A member of his 
staff said that Mr. Hennings had 
been told the nature of his ill- 
ness about a month following 
the operation. 

His death removes from the 
Senate one of its best-known lib- 
erals. On the conservative-dom- 
inated Judiciary Committee, of 
which Senator James O. East- 
land (Dem.), Mississippi, is 
chairman, Senator Hennings 
fought uphill for civil rights and 
other legislation. 

Vote Nov. 8 on Successor. 

In Jefferson City, Gov. James

ST LOUIS: BOUND 
PLANE CRASHES, 
BURNS, 76 SAVED 


Several on American 
Airlines Craft Hurt 
in New York—Clay- 
ton Girl Uninjured.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (UPID— 
An American Airlines Electra 
turboprop plane, bound from 
Boston for St. Louis crashed in- 
to a dike at LaGuardia Field to- 
day, flipped on its back and 
burst into flames. None of the 
70 passengers and six crew 
members was killed but several 
passengers were injured. 

Six were rushed to a hospital 
after the rescue of all aboard 
the flaming craft. Others of the 
injured were treated in airport 
hangaf's. Airport police said none 
of these appeared seriously hurt. 

When the plane flipped over, 
all 76 aboard were left hanging 
head downward, held in their 
seats by safety belts. — 

' The flight was 361, due in St. 
Louis at 11:35 a.m. 
Clayton Girl Aboard. 

(Aboard the plane was Miss 
Hildegarde Wulfing, 14 years 
old, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter. Wulfing, 32 Brentmoor, 
Clayton. She was not injured. 
She had been with the family 
on vacation at Boothbay, Me., 
and was en route to St. Louis to 
start the fall term at Mary In- 
stitute.) 

The passengers and crewmen 
said later that they managed 
to loosen themselves from the 
safety belts, fell eight feet to 
the ceiling of the shattered plane 
and walked away. 

Within minutes, the plane was 
destroyed by fire. 

The accident occurred at 9 
a.m. in a clear-weather landing. 
It was the fourth major crash 
involving the Electra jetprop 
aircraft since Feb. 3, 1959, when 
another American Airlines plane 
crashed at LaGuardia, killing 
65 of the 73 persons aboard.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 — A 
Federal Power Commission ex- 
aminer recommended yesterday 
that Mississippi River Fuel Corp. 
of St. Louis be required to in- 
crease sharply the amount of 
natural gas it sells to Laclede 
Gas Co. of St. Louis and other 

utilities. 

In a decision that was highly 
critical of some of the actions 
of the Mississippi River concern, 
examiner Francis L. Hall called 
for wiping out all allotments of 
gas now sold by the pipeline 
firm directly to industrial cus- 
tomers. 

The entire present capacity of 
the pipeline system should be 
allocated to utility firms, he 
said. Utilities resell gas bought 
from Mississippi River to retail 
customers, chiefly residential 
users. Expansion of the system 
could supply industries, he sug- 
gested. 

The order would provide an 
increase of 45,647,000 cubic feet 
a day or nearly 15 per cent, in 
the maximum amount of gas 
available for sale by Laclede to 
home owners and others in the 
St. Louis area. Laclede has a 
large backlog of unfilled de- 
mands by residential customers 
seeking gas for heating pur- 
poses. 


1. Sharp reductions in penal- 
ties paid by utility firms when 
the amount of gas they use 
exceeds certain specified 
levels. 


2. A requirement under 
which excess gas must be sold 
to utility customers when it 
is available from the pipeline. 


3. Assurance that utility 
firms whose needs are not met 
by Mississippi may purchase 
gas from other sources with- 
out losing their standing with 
Mississippi. 

4. That Mississippi be re- 
quired to obtain approval 
from the Federal Power Com- 
mission for continuing direct 
sales to some industrial cus- 
tomers and for certain 
changes it has made in its 
pipeline system without com- 
mission approval. 

Hall’s decision is subject to 
review by the full commission. 
The review may be ordered by 
the FPC on its own initiative 
or it may come as the result of 
objections to the examiner's 
findings by Mississippi or some- 
one else. 

The decision is the outgrowth 
of extensive hearings held betore 
Hall from Jyne to October last 
year. The hearings resulted 
from an application by Laclede 
seeking to compel an increase 
in its ‘gas supply from Missis- 
sippi. Laclede charged that Mis- 
sissippi discriminated against its 
utility customers in favor of in- 

dustrial users, which usually pay 
a higher rate. 


Appeal Expected. 

A spokesman for the FPC pre- 
dicted that Mississippi would ap- 
peal the ruling. The pipeline 
concern vigorously opposed any 
forced increase in its sales to 
utilities, saying it would reduce 
the amount of gas available for

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 — 
President Eisenhower will ad- 
dress the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly next Thursday, 
before Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev speaks, the White House 
announced today. 

Mr. Eisenhower “will have 
specific proposals to make to the 
United Nations delegates’ at 
the General Assembly session in 
New York, presidential press 
secretary James C. Hagerty told 
reporters. 

Russia protested to the United 
States yesterday against the 
State Department’s order re- 
stricting Khrushchev to Manhat- 
tan island in his visit to the 
U.N. The State Department 
quickly rejected the protest. 

Whole U.S. Record 

No details were given of the 
proposals to be made by Mr. 
Eisenhower. He told a press 
conference last week that a 
renewed effort would be made 
at the U.N. meeting “to place 
the whole record” of the United 
States before the world. 

He said this country would 
use the U.N. forum to outline 
“the areas where we want to 
negotiate, concessions we are 
ready to make, the kind of 
agreements we are ready to 
make, provided only that every 


that both are acting 
faith.” 

The President said the United 
States would review the entire 
international situation ‘‘and say, 
‘Here is what we stand ready 
to do.’ ” 

Specifically, Mr. Eisenhower 
mentioned a proposal advanced 
in the U.N. Disarmament Com- 
mission by the then-United States 
Ambassador to the U.N., Henry 
Cabot Lodge. “We will continue 
to stand by such offers as that,” 
the President said. 

Resumption Urged. 

Lodge had proposed a. resump- 
tion of East-West disarmanment 
negotiations based on two prin- 
cipal suggestions: 

1, The United States and 
Russia should each make avail- 
able for peaceful purposes 66,- 
000 pounds of weapons grade 
uranium 235, with the transfer 
to be accomplished under in- 
ternational control. 

2. The United States would 
shut down its major plants 
producing enriched uranium 
and plutonium, one by one, on 
the condition that the Soviet 
Union shut down equivalent fa- 
cilities. 

Both proposals were rejected 
by Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Vasily V. Kuznetsov, who 
assailed them as attempts to 
block Russia’s concrete, busi- 
ness-like proposals for general 
disarmament. 

Khrushchev is en route to New 
York by boat and is expected to 
arrive Monday. The General As- 
sembly session will open Tues- 
day but Thursday will be the 
first day for speeches. 

Under the present schedule, 
Brazil will have the first oppor- 
tunity to speak, with the United | 
States next. Mr. Eisenhower will 
replace Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter as the lead-off 
speaker for this country. 

Hagerty said Mr. Eisenhower 
would return to Washington after 
addressing the Assembly. Herter 
will remain as head of the Unit- 
ed States delegation. 

The specific time for Khrush- 
chev’s speech has not been set, 
but it is certain to be after Mr. 
Eisenhower speaks and probably 
after the President has returned 
to Washington. Mr. Eisenhower 
has made it clear he sees little 
point in meeting with Khrush- 
chev in New York.

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Crowd Joyous, Kennedy Stays 
On Plane Till Path Is Cleared

United States Senator John F. 

Kennedy was applauded enthu- 
siastically in an address to the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists at Kiel Auditorium this 
morning after getting a tumul- 
tuous reception at Lambert-St. 
Louis field last night. 

At the airport, the Democratic 
presidential nominee was kept 
aboard his airplane for 15 min- 
utes by an unruly but laughing 
and good humored crowd of 
well-wishers, mostly young per- 
sons. 

Convention Hall, which has a 
capacity of more than 12,000 per- 
sons, was nearly filled for Ken- 
nedy’s address to the Machinists. 
He got a shout of welcome when 
he entered the hall. 

The youthful-looking nominee’s 
15-minute speech was _inter- 
rupted 15 times by applause. 
When he had finished, conven- 
tion delegates paraded in front 
of the platform. Many tried to 
shake Kennedy’s hand. 

Hats And Banners. 

The hall was bright with 
Democratic banners and plac- 
ards. Everywhere were the red, 
white and blue Kennedy souve- 
nir hats—wide-brimmed, boater- 
type headgear stamped from 
heavy paper. 

When the Senator entered 
from the rear center door, the 
shrill screams of bobby-soxers 
added a high note to the full- 
throated roar of the Machinists 
delegates. Vacant parts of the 


hall hat been thrown open to 
the public. 

Kennedy stood on the plat- 
form beside JAM President Al 
J. Hayes for several minutes, 
Waving at the crowd, before he 
could begin speaking. He wore 
a blue suit and a blue-and-white 
figured necktie. 

Firm, Clear Voice. 


The candidate delivered his 
address in a firm, clear, voice 
that showed no evidence of. the 
hoarseness that has plagued 
him. He was interrupted by 
shouts of approval when he de- 
clared: 


“There is no new Republican 
party. There is only the same 
Republican party which, for ha'f 
a century, has opposed every 
single progressive measure de- 
signed to improve human wel- 
fare and reduce human misery.” 

Kennedy’s references to 
‘“‘Woodrow Wilson’s New Free- 
doms, Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
New Deal, Harry Truman’s Fair 
Deal and Adlai Stevenson’s New 
America” brought bursts of ap- 
plause as each was mentioned. 

Immediately after the Kiel 
Auditorium appearance Kennedy 
left for the airport. He and his 
staff and press following took 
off for New York at 9:30 a.m. 
aboard a four-engined Lockheed 
Electra, chartered from Ameri- 
can Airlines. 

Kennedy arrived at the Fif- 
teenth street stage entrance of 
the auditorium at approximately 
8:05 a.m., some 15 minutes later

Defecting Naval Offi- 
cer Says Russia Has 
Been Preparing 
Since 1955. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 w~— 
Capt. Nikolai Fedorovich Arte- 
monov, a defected Soviet naval 
officer, testified today that So- 
viet Russia has been preparing 
for a surprise nuclear attack 
on the United States since 1955. 

The 32-year-old Russian said 
that despite Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev’s public deélara- 
tions favoring disarmament, So- 
viet military ‘forees have been 
under orderg to be ready to 
touch off an immediate nuclear 
attack on this country.

Africans are also proudly 
aware of their growing import- 
ance as a bloc in the United Na- 
tions. Their natural tendency is 
to want to strengthen the inter- 
national organization. 


THE DRAMA in The Congo is 

consequently agonizing for other 
African countries, chiefly be- | 
cause it seems to pit what North | 
Africans have labeled radical 
nationalism against the United | 
Nations’s authority. 
“African neutralism is seen as 
shaken to its foundation by the 
opposition of the Soviet bloc to 
the United Nations, tlisplayed by 
Soviet support of Patrice Lu- 
mumba, whose position as Pre- 
mier of The Congo is under dis- 
pute. 

This antagonism is beginning 
to divide the conteaent into cold 
war blocs more profoundly than 
the ideological conflict of the 
cold war ever has. 

Africans have come to regard 
the United Nations as their best 
tribune and Secrétary General 
Dag Hammarskjold as their ally 
in their struggle against colonial- 
ism. North Africans see in Lu- 
mumba’s fight with Hammar- 
skjold a blow to the man whose 
authority would be essential to 
any effective internationalization 
of the Algerian problem. 

While President Habib Bour- 
guiba of Tunisia has talked in 
general terms of “‘linking the 
fate of Tunisia to that of Al- 
geria” and thus internationaliz- 
ing the Algerian rebels’ conflict 
with France, no concrete move 
in this direction is expected un- 
til The Congo situation has clar- 
ified.

No Stop at Night 

“Stop Light Helps Two Beat, Rob 
Driver.”” This headline points out 
what is becoming a major crime 
problem in the St. Louis area and 
one which I feel might be mini- 
mized to a considerable extent by 
better application of “stop lights’”’ 
during lull traffic periods in the 
late evening hours. 


As one engaged in the insurance 
business where crime trends are 
constantly evident, I feel that this 
situation is becoming progressively 
worse and shall continue to do so 
unless additional steps are taken 
to use blinking ‘“‘caution’’ traffic 
lights after 9 p.m. or 10 p.m. in- 
stead of the regular “‘stop’’ and 
“go” cycle arrangement.

“caution” lights at many intersec- 
tions in the city during the late 
evening hours.

Henceforward, the “issue” of Senator Ken- 
nedy’s religious faith can be kept alive only 
by the assumption that, whatever they may 
say, all Roman Catholics are bound by an 
iron political discipline which is irresistible. 

Appearing before the Greater Houston Min- 
isterial Association, the Democratic candidate 
made a complete and unreserved avowal of 
political independence from any dictates of 
his church. It was as sweeping and uncon- 
ditional a declaration as any candidate could 
make, It can be rejected only by an abso- 
lutism which assumes that all Roman Catho- 
lics hold the same views and all are controlled 
by the hierarchy. 

We do not believe it. Because many Quak- 
ers are pacifists, it does not follow that Vice 
President Nixon must be a pacifist regardless 
of what he says. Nor does it follow that Sen- 
ator Kennedy, because he is a Roman Catho- 
lic, must bear responsibility for the views or 
actions of all Catholics everywhere, and must 
be presumed to be under political discipline 
of the church despite his unqualified denials. 


Some of the Protestant ministers who heard 
him make these denials at Houston demand 
that not only he but the hierarchy should re- 
assure them. Senator Kennedy gave the right 
answer. It is not the hierarchy that is run- 
ning for President. Just as he would be 
wrong to let the church dictate his decisions 
as a public official, so he cannot be expected 
to dictate the decisions of the church as a con-. 
dition of being elected. 


Like many Americans, the Post-Dispatch 
has not yet made a choice between the presi- 
dential candidates. But we profoundly be- 
lieve that both should be judged on their 
merits as individuals. 

It is quite true that the Roman Catholic 
church in some countries and some ages has 
been harshly intolerant toward other faiths. 
But it does not follow that Senator Kennedy 
therefore would violate the spirit of religious 
liberty to which he pledges himself in the 
most solemn way. 


It is true that many American Catholics ad- 
vocate policies that in our opinion would 
breach the constitutional separation of church 
and state. But it does not follow that Senator 
Kennedy secretly agrees with them when he 
solemnly pledges himself to the contrary. 


The time has come, we think, for a cut-off 
of debate on this question as Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon proposed. It should, of course, 
be a two-way cut-off, binding on the Kennedy 
forces as well as their opponents. The Sena- 
tor’s brother has been doing a great deal of 
talking about the religious issue in northern 
cities where presumably it has not arisen so 
sharply as in the rural south. The cut-off 
should apply to him, too. If religious intoler- 
ance is not to be used against a candidate, 
neither should the reaction to it be used for 
him. 

But more than religious intolerance is in- 
volved. American voters face a test of their 
political maturity: a test of whether they can 
choose between the presidential candidates 
on the true issues rather than false ones; of 
whether they can judge the candidates as in- 
dividuals, not as members of a given church, 
social group, generation or party; of whether 
they can measure a man’s conscience and 
convictions without being diverted by emo- 
tional pressures; of whether, in short, they 
can act rationally as the responsible citizens 
of a democracy must act if freedom is to 
flourish in strength. 


Leal Farce in Alabama 


The Alabama grand jury which has indicted 
Harrison E. Salisbury of The New York Times 
for criminal libel has been misled into an un- 
edifying parody of justice. If this is Alabam- 
ans’ idea of the way the administration of the 
law should operate, Alabama is in an even 
worse way than indicated by the Salisbury 
articles on which the indictment was based. 
For it bespeaks a prejudice not only against 
such democratic essentials as equality of op- 
portunity and freedom of speech and press, 
but also against exposure for violating them. 

In Alabama, and among those who are 
blinded by passion in this matter, we do not 
doubt that the Bessemer indictment appears 
a plausible performance. But even in Ala- 
bama there are many thoughtful citizens who 
disagree, and who are embarrassed for the 
display their state is making of itself in the 
eyes of the nation. From positions outside 
Alabama and outside the South, the whole 
thing takes on an air of utter unbelievability. 

In justice to a state which has many things 
to be proud of, we can only hope that the 
state and municipal officials responsible for 
these outlandish maneuvers will stop making 
fools of themselves at the earliest opportunity. 


‘Let’s Just Ignore Him’ 

Severa? of our readers have written‘us sug: 
gesting that the thing to do with Premier 
Khrushchev when he comes to this country to 
head the Soviet delegation at the United Na- 
tions is to ignore him. The newspapers, radio 
and TV networks should make him virtually 
invisible and inaudible, says one reader; re- 
porters shold decline to interview him, news- 
papers should decline to publish news about 
him. Thus, Soviet propaganda will be denied 
circulation in this country and Khrushchev 
undoubtedly will feel frustrated. 

It should be unnecessary to explain why this 
childish proposal cannot and should not be 
taken seriously by a newspaper. It is not the 
function of American newspapers to decide 
which ideas of foreign heads of state their 
readers should be allowed to come in contact 
with. It is not the newspaper’s function to 
act as a censor of unwelcome propaganda, 
even though the newspaper itself agrees that 
the propaganda is unwelcome. Free men 
are supposed to be able to tolerate free ideas 
whatever the source. The simple fact is that 
when the head of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics appears before the United Nations 
his words will be news, and the news media 
of this country have an obligation to print 
them fully and impartially. 

- But the more disturbing aspect of this pro- 
posal for a news blackout of Mr. Khrushchev, 
- which seems to have sprung up simultaneous- 
ly in various parts of the country, is what it 
tells us about some Americans. Are we really 
so.unsure of our own position that we cannot 
think of anything better ta do about Khrush- 
chevy than to clap hands to ears and refuse 
to hear what he may have to say? One does 
not have to be unaware that Khrushchev is 
coming to the U.N., undoubtedly, on a propa- 
ganda mission. ~ But the answer to his propa- 
ganda does not lie in severe dey ourselves 
that he isn’t there. The be g of wisdom 


fs to Know your opponent, to near him out, 
to find out where your differences are. 

Americans will not accomplish anything by 
closing their ears to Khrushchev; they might 
gain in understanding by paying him special 
attention. In any cise they will not inspire 
confidence in American leadership by acting 
like frightened children. 


Power and Responsibility 


The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Delmar boulevard rooming house case 
gives the city an important power that we 
hope it will see fit to exercise with restraint 
and common sense. | 

Under the ruling the city now possesses the 
right of reasonable entry into a private dwell- 
ing to determine if it is being used illegally as 
a rooming house. This is a necessary too 
for effective administration of the 
house ordinance, and armed with it the mu- 
nicipality ought to be able to make 
in the drive to stamp out the many illegal 
rooming houses that have blighted 
tions of the city. 

But entering a man’s home against his 
is a very touchy ess, and building 
spectors who are upon to do so ought 
to be instructed that the new right must be 
exercised with care and consideration and due 
regard for the convenience of the owner 
whose home is to be inspected. | 

The ruling, by Judge S. P. Dalton in Divi- 
sion One, generally parallels the United States 
Supreme Court’s opinion in a Baltimore case 
in May 1959. In that case the high court in 
a 5-4 decision held that the City of Baltimore 
had the right to enter a private dwelling to 
determine if there were rats in the basement 
as part of its program for protecting the pub- 
lic health. 

Judge Dalton said that the Constitution does 
not prohibit reasonable entry and inspection 
of private premises where entry is sought 
for the purpose of administering an ordinance 
relative to the public health, safety and wel- 
fare. |The aim of entry is not to search for 
evidence by which a criminal prosecution 
might be initiated; it is to check the type of 
housing occupancy and, if it is found to be in 
violation of the zoning ordinance, to pave the 
way for the violation to be abated. 

The city now is in possession of a necessary 
new power; it also is responsible for making 
use of it with scrupulous care and fairness. | 
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A Chance to Become a Voter 

St. Louisans who have been ashamed by 
the small percentage of eligible voters who 
turn out for elections now have a chance to 
do something about it. Next Friday has been 
designated by Mayor Tucker as General Reg- 
istration Day and each of the city’s 600 poll- 
ing places will be open so qualified voters 
whose names are not on the books may reg- 
ister. Any persons who do not know where 
their polling place is may find out by calling 
the Board of Election Commissioners at GA 
1-5288. Most polling places are within short 
walking distance. If the persons, groups 
and organizations interested in our form of 
government will do all they can to persuade 
their friends and relatives to register, they 
will perform a patriotic duty. 


Bad to Worse in The Congo 

If a lesson can be drawn from the chaos in 
The Congo it surely is that it is folly, or 
worse, to grant independence to a country 
before its people are ready to exercise their 
new responsibilities. How much better it 
would have been if, before the Belgians with- 


‘ drew, the United Nations could have stepped 


in under an interim trusteeship arrangement. 
Preventing a fire from starting is much easier 
than putting it out. 

As it stands, the contending factions in the 
country, as well as the U.N. forces, are in a 
seemingly hopeless state of confusion. “Any- 
thing can happen now, absolutely anything,” 
a U.N. spokesman said yesterday. And from 
what has happened already this is only too 
obvious. 

The U.N. may have been guilty of blunders, 
but in view of the impossible situation it has 
faced it is difficult to be too critical. Thus . 
the United Arab Republic charges that the 
U.N. violated The Congo’s sovireignty by 
seizing the radio and airfields. But what else 
could have been done? Lumumba was using 
both to keep the country in an uproar; the 
U.N. blocked him from rallying his followers 
by radio and from flying his Soviet planes 
around the country. 

Having seized the broadcasting and airport 
facilities, however, the U.N. should have held 
on to them longer. The relaxation of restric- 
tions looks like indecision, No sooner were 
the U.N. troops withdrawn from the Leopold- 
ville radio station than President Kasavubu 
replaced them with his own soldiers, who set 
up machine guns, Previously Lumumba, who 
had been captured by troops supposedly loyal 
to Kasavubu but who had talked his way out 
of custody, had tried to get in the station but 
had been turned back and reduced to shout- 
ing through a megaphone. 

The whole situation is as complicated as an 
Italian opera, and as tragic. It is particularly 
harmful to the U.N., as it has confronted the 
agency with the necessity for solving a prob- 
lem that is proving insoluble. The U.N. will 
be fortunate indeed if it emerges from this 
situation without serious damage to its 
prestige. 


Rise in Unemployment 

The August rise in the rate of unemploy- 
ment to 5.9 per cent tends to substantiate 
Democratic charges that the economy is pro- 
ceeding at too slow a pace. The figure for 
last month is .5 greater than that for July. 
George Meany, president of the AFL-CIO 
calls the rise “shocking.” It is. 

Blame for the rise is placed on continued 
slow steel production and the early close-out 
of 1960 automobile production for change- 
over to new models, The September figures, 
to be released early in October, may show a 
significant unemployment decline, due to the 
fact that auto workers will be returning to 
their jobs. The usual model changeover is in 
September. 

On the other side of the coin is the all- 
time record high for August of 68,282,000 per- 
sons employed. But this is 407,000 less than the 
July figure, which is the worrisome aspect of 
the matter. If next month’s figures show a 
sharp reversal, Mr, Meany may have to modi- 
fy his comment. But there is no comfort in 
the 5.9 figure; that is only .1 better than the 
6 per cent unemployment figure in the pro- 
longed steel strike last fall. We should be 
doing better than that now,

In the last 
analysis, it seems to me, be- 
cause the country has not been 
made to feel that anything very 
big is at stake.

Kennedy is up against the tac- 
tics of frustration. They are de- 
signed not to clarify and resolve 
the issues but to fudge them and 
to smother them. 

It will be interesting to see 
whether in their television meet- 
ing Kennedy can achieve a 
break-through, and can bring 
about a true debate on the issue 
of our power and influence in 
the world.

Close, who gained some local

Beesley cited the vaccine de- 
struction as an example of the | 
unusual, high cost which drug | 
companies must shoulder in do- | 
ing business. | 

The drug company executive 
joined Kefauver today in deplor- 
ing the waste of the vaccine and | 
announced that he would be glad | 
to discuss any proposed foreign | 
aid use of the vaccine with gov- 
ernment authorities. | 

The vaccine loses its potency 
six months after manufacture. 
Beesley said that under United 
States Government health regu- 
latoins, the drug companies have 
“‘no alternative” but to destroy 
it once that time lapses.

Beesley told the subcommittee 
yesterday that Eli Lilly's drug 
prices have gone down over the 
years, despite a general infla- 
tionary trend in the nation’s 
economy.

Basically, the Kennedy pro-

grams to prepare displaced 
workers for new jobs; improved 


federal and supplemental em- 
ployment payments and broad- | 
ened systems of severance pay | 
for those who may be displaced 
for long periods or permanently. 

Kennedy and his advisers con- 
tend that labor and management, 
acting alone, can make only a 
beginning at, solving the prob- 
lem because the difficulties ris- 
ing from gutomation often tran- 
scend union and industry lines. 
The Democratic presidential can- 
didate feels that inaction by 
those involved in the automation 
process, because of unwillingness 
or inability to act, will mean 
economic dislocation which would 
harm the entire nation and, 
therefore, cails for a national 
solution. 


The Kennedy Program. 

In outline the Kennedy pro- 
gram, which will be discussed in 
detail as the campaign progress- 
es, embodies these provisins: 

1. A national conference of 
management and union officers 
which would commit both sides 
to make full use of modern tech- 
nology and to protect the inter- 
ests of the workers while the 
conversion is in progress. 

2. Making certain that instal- 
lation of new machines is prop- 
erly a subject of collective bar- 
gaining. 

3. A Government - sponsored 
program of technical assistance 
for companies which are acting 
in good faith to find methods of 
installing new machines without 
undue hardship on employs. 

4. Government assistance for 
men displaced by machines in 
finding equal or better jobs in 
other industries. Kennedy and 
his team believe the Govern- 
ment must begin to act on a na- 
tional scale to alert displaced 
workers to labor needs across 
the country. 


Aid in Retraining. 


5. An increase in Government 
support of programs to retrain 
men for different work. 

6. Drastic revision of what the 
Kennedy forces regard as out- 
moded unemployment compensa- 
tion laws to allow a displaced 
worker to engage in a retrain- 
ing program without losing his 
unemployment benefits, 

A key factor in the Kennedy 
program is that he does not re- 
gard automation as a specialized 
problem calling for specialized 
programs, but as just one as- 

t of the entire ptoblem of 
ull employment, including a 
sustained rate af economic 
growth to go hand-in-hand with 
increased production and pros- 
perity.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—The 
Administration announced a new 
committee yesterday to fill a 
gap in the co-ordination of the 
military and civilian space pro- 
grams, 

For the last eight months 
there has been no formal ma- 
chinery in operation to co-ordi- 
nate the two programs, which 
are spending more than one 
billion dollars annually and are 
expanding rapidly. 

In January, executive inaction 
made useless the two bodies cre- 
ated by Congress in 1958 to tie 
the two sometimes conflicting 
and overlapping programs to- 
gether—the National Aeronautics 
and Space Council, headed by 
the President, and the civilian- 
military liaison committee, 

In an admission that some 
formal co-ordinating machinery 
is necessary, the ense 
partment and the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
‘| tion announced the creation of a 
new co-ordinating group, which 
will be known as the Aeronau- 
tics and Astronautics Co-ordi- 
nating Board. 


Responsibilities Listed. 


The responsibility of the new 
group, the announcement said, 
will be “to review planning, 
avoid duplication, co-ordinate 
activities of common interest, 
identify problems requiring solu- 
tion by either NASA or the De- 
partment of Defense, and insure 
a steady exchange of informa- 
tion.” 

The group ig to be composed 
of officials of both the Defense 
Department and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration and will have working 
panels to co-ordinate specific 
phases of the space program,

JUDGE ORDERS NEGROES. 
BE ALLOWED TO REGISTER

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 14 (UPI) 
—A United States district judge 
in Georgia took action under the 
Civil Rights Acts yesterday on 
charges of discrimination against 
Negro voters. 

Judge William A. Bootle ruled 
at Macon, Ga., that voting reg- 
istrars of Terrell county in south- 
west Georgia set up different 
standards. for white and Negro 
registrants for “‘no lawful rea- 
son.” He issued an injunction to 
stop the practice and gave the 
registrars 10 days to comply by 
allowing the registration of four 
Negroes previously rejected. 

The suit was the first test of 
the 1957 Civil Rights Act filed by 
the Justice Department. Another 
United States district judge in 
Georgia had ‘ruled the act uncon- 
stitutional, but his ruling was 
overturned by the United States 
Supreme Court last February. 

Judge Bootle rejected a Gov- 
ernment request that a federal 
voting referee be appointed to 
oversee registration in Terrell 
county.

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ST. CLAIR COUNTY 
TO VOTE ON 3 TAX 
RISE PROPOSALS 


Three propositions carrying a 
proposed total tax increase of 8 
cents on the $100 of assessed val- 
uation will be before the voters 
of St. Clair county at the No- 
vember general election as the 
result of action last night by the 
county Board of Supervisors. 

The board approvea resolu- 
tions submitting a proposition 
for a 5-cent levy to finance the 
county Civil Defense organiza- 
tion which has hitherto been 
supported from general revenue. 
The rate would produce an es- 
timated $350,000 a year. 

Another resolution authorized 
the submission of a 2'4-cent rate 
for preparing assessment maps 
or plats. The work would re- 
quire the services of a surveyor. 
The rate would produce about 
$173,500 annually. 

In another resolution, the 
board authorized a '4-cent rate 
to retire ‘$303,000 in bonds issued 
by the county to pay for voting 
machines. When the machines 
were authorized in 1954, no pro- 
vision was made for financing 
their cost. 

The board also approved the 
employment of bond experts to 
work with the state’s attorney’s 
office in perparing forms for 
submitting a bond issue, not to 
exceed $500,000, for constructing 
a new county jail to replace the 
antiquated structure at Belle- 
ville. The proposition cannot be 
submitted at the November elec- 
tion and probably will be be- 
fore the voters gome time next 
spring. | 

In another action, the board 
voted, 28 to 10, to retain a con- 
troversial building code it 
adopted last Aug. 6, despite the 
protests of about 100 farmers 
who appeared at the meeting. 

The code is intended primarily 


to make sure that new buildings } 


are promptly entered on the as- 
sessment rolls. Builders are re- 
quired to take out a permit in 
advance of construction from 
the county Board of Assessors. 
The fee is $1 for each $1000 of 
estimated cost, or $2 for each 
100 square feet of floor space, 
whichever is larger, with a mini- 
mum of $5. Similar permits also 
are required for alterations. 


Although farm structures are 
specifically exempted, P. K. 
Johnson Jr., a Belleville attorney 
for members of the St. Chair 
County Farm Bureau and 13 local 
Grange organizations, asked the 
board to repeal the code. He 
said it was illegal in that it pro- 
vided.no exemption for city and 
village property, over which the 
board of supervisors has no jur- 
isdiction, and was vague as to.

Cites Sept. 7 Statement. 


He said Dr. Peale should be 
asked who prepared the state- 
ment issued here Sept. 7 by his 
group of about 150 Protestant 
laymen and ministers. That 
statement said that a Roman 
Catholic President would be un- 
der “‘extreme pressure from the 
hierarchy of his church to bring 
United States foreign policy into 
line with that of the Vatican” 
and also’ would be under pres- 
sure on domestic matters. 

Jackson said that Dr. Peale, 
whom he described as a Repub- 
lican and a friend of the G.O.P. 
presidential nominee, Vice Pres- 
ident Richard M. Nixon, should 
divulge the name of the individ- 
ual or group which drafted the 
statement, issued in the name of 
the National Conference for Re- 
ligious Freedom, 

“We believe the American peo- 
ple have the right to know the 
identity of the people who are 
trying to influence. this presi- 
dential election: by employing 
religious hate and prejudice in 
direct violation of the United 
States Constitution,” Jackson 
said. 

Postal Violation Charged. 

The Democratic chairman said 
that much of the literature is 
being sent through the mails 
without identification of the 
sender, in apparent violation of 
the postal laws. | 

It was pointed out to Jackson 
by a reporter that there are 
Senate committees set up to 


deal with the practices of which 


he complained. 

The chairman indicated that 
the Senate Privileges and Elec- 
tions Committee, charged with 
investigating federal election 
campaign irregularities, will con- 
duct an inquiry of the dissemi- 
nation of the anti-Catholic liter- 
ature. 

He said he also would call the 


possibility of postal law viola- 
{tions to the attention of the’ Sen-' fies 


ate Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice Committee. 

Jackson said that ‘‘as a Prot- 
estant and a thirty-second de- 
gree Mason” he coukd under- 
stand what might be. bothering 
some voters about the possibil- 
ity of a Roman Catholic in the 
White House. 

“But,” he added, “when a 
candidate in this country lays it 
on the line, that should suffice. 
The real issue in this campaign 
is not religion, it’s national sur- 
vival. It’s Khrushchev . who’s 
coming to the United Nations, 
not the Pope.” 


Unionist Assails Nixon. 

Jacob S. Potofsky, president 
of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America, said yester- 
day that he would like to sug- 
gest to Nixon “‘that if he wanted 
to, he could do much more to 
stamp out the rising winds of 
hate and prejudice than he al- 
ready has done. And if he doesn’t 
stamp it out, it can only be be- 
cause he expects to profit from

Potofsky’s statement came 
after the union’s genera], execu- 
tive board had unanimously in- 
dorsed Nixon’s Democratic rival, 
Senator John F. Kennedy. 

Potofsky acknowledged that 
Nixon has officially condemned 
bigotry but the union official said 
some of Nixon’s ‘‘most fervent 
supporters are spreading the lie 
of bigotry throughout the coun- 
try.” 

Challenged to Debate. 

Rabbi Maurice N. Eisendrath, 
president of the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations, said 
yesterday that he had wired the 
Rev. Dr. Peale, a New York 
minister and writer, challenging 
him to an open debate so that 
“the public may be helped to 
examine the issues rationally.” 

He said that Episcopal Bishop 
James A. Pike of California has 
agreed to join him in this debate 
or in discussions ‘‘which might 
serve to clarify the issues and 
lead the American people back 
to the track of fair-minded judg- 
ment of issues and candidates.” 

The Rev. Dr. Peale was one of 
150 Protestant clergymen and 
laymen who met in Washington 
last week. The group questioned 
Senator Kennedy’s ability to re- 
sist pressures from his church. 
Kennedy is a Roman Catholic. 

The Protestant group applaud- 
ed Kennedy’s latest statement on 
the religious issue. 

The Citizens for Religious 
Freedom, in a statement from 
Washington said last night it be- 
lieved Kennedy’s temarks were 
“the most complete, unequivocal 


and reassuring statement eoat which 


could be expected of any person 
in his position.” 


Protestant Magasine Aasaile 
in Campaign. 


Protestant weekly, yesterday

An editorial in the magazine 
said the statement, issued Sept.

“The issue of civil rights ought 
to be discussed on its merits, 
not decided under cover of an 
attack on the Roman Catholic 
church,” the editorial added.

This 
can always be so; since there 
is no competition by nations, 
anybody who’ chooses may 
keep score for himself and it 
is perfectly possible for Rus- 
sia, Ghana, North Borneo or 
Uganda to win by a scoring 
system of its own devising. 


Soft Rasslers 

The simple fact is that soft 
American living produced the 
best track team in the Olym- 
pics, the best swimming team, 
the best basketball tears, three 
boxing champions, three wres- 
tling champions and a raft of 
other winners in fields where 
we have not done well in the 


past. 

In 1956, the United States 
didn’t have a winner in 16 
divisions of freestyle and 
Greco-Roman rassling. This 
year Doug Blubaugh, the wel- 
terweight; Terry McCann, 
bantam, and Shelby Wilson, 
lightweight, picked off gold 
medals. A typical product of 
the soft life is Brubaugh, of 
the United States Army. He 
had to rassle Phil Kinyon of 
Oklahoma State 10 or 11 times 
to win a place on the team, 
so that by the time he got 
here he had enough experience 
to tie knots in seven opponents 
in a row. 

Four years ago in far-off 
Melbourne where competition 
in some fields was limited be- 
cause of travel costs, America 
won 32 gold medals, eight un- 
der the peak attained in Hel- 
sinki in 1952. At the last count 
here, 3% of the gilt watch fobs 
had been packaged for ship- 
ment to the United States, and 
a packing case of silver and 


bronze ornaments testified to 
the teams improvement in 
depth. 

Near Misses 


At least five additional gold 
medals escaped American 
clutches, either on official rul- 
ings or because somebody else 
came up with a performance 
never excelled in Olympic his- 
tory. Almost surely, Lance 
Larson beat Australia’s Tom 
Devitt in the 100 meter free- 
style swim, but the placing 
judges ruled otherwise. Dave 
Sime, anchor man in the 400- 
meter relay, definitely hit the 
tape first, but this victory was 
crossed out because of an il- 
legal baton exchange. 

Victory at 100 meters eluded 
Sime by six inches when Ger- 
many’s Armin Hary equaled 
his own Olympic record of 
10.2 seconds. Les Carney was 
two feet behind Livio Berrutti 
when the Italian tied the world 
record at 200 meters. Until 
John Thomas came along, no 
high jumper had ever cleared 
7 feet in the Oympies. The kid 
from Boston did 7-044, and lost 
by three quarters of an inch to 
the Russians, 


Nobody begrudged the win- | 


ners their triumphs, least of all 
Berrutti, the first Italian to win 
an Olympic foot race since 
Luigi Becali 28 years ago. 


Faithful Old Household 

In his curious spiel about soft 
living, Brundage plumped for 
a national sports program like 
those in Russia and her satel- 
lites. “‘Russia has 800,000 able 
gymnasts,” he said. ‘We'd 
have trouble finding 800 in the 
United States, or éven 80.” 

These were surprising senti- 
ments from the old watch dog 
of amateurism, who is not so 
naive as to believe that Rus- 
sia’s state-supported heroes are 
amateurs. We are not having 
any of that system, thanks, 
but our State Department does 
spend buckets of gold sending 
athletes abroad to help develop 
champions in other countries— 
champions who will sometime 
whip our best in the Olmpics. 

The Games were ¢ood and 
the American performances 
swell. The kids earned ap- 
plause as hundreds of cable- 
grams of encouragement 
poured in from the States, ap- 
parently in a sort of mass re- 
action against vituperative 
complaints about isolated de- 
feats. 

The cables were much alike, 
saying in effect: ‘‘Win, lose or 
draw, we’re with you.”” Chances 
are all were sincere, and one 
assuredly was. It was signed: 
**Household Finance Co.’’ Over 
at Household, they’re always 
with us.

Gigging Time 

Gigging season of rough 
fish opened Sept. 6 on Current 
river, Eleven Points and Jacks 
Fork; the season on all other 
Missouri streams is the same 
as last year, from Oct. 1 
through Dec. 31. 

The early season on the 
Current river |

fish. Minnows 
and small fish 
feed off plank- Stokely 
ton, the principal food of carp, 
suckers, buffalo and other 
“bottom rooters.”” 

An over supply of carp is 
especially serious in clear, 
spring-fed waters, where plank- 
ton is never in abundance. A 
serious threat to the spawning 
of sport fish is posed when 
the newly-hatched fry have 
to share their food with a 
multitude of carp. 

Moreover, the carp are in- 
directly competing for food 
with the adult game fish. As 
the carp starve out the min- 
nows and small fish, they are 
depleting the natural food of 
the bass, jack salmon and 
goggle-eye. 

The benefits of controlling 
carp population were shown 
in a recent survey on a 1500- 
acre reservoir in Colorado, 
where 400,000 pounds of rough 
fish (266 pounds to the acre)

An Exciting Sport 


Gigging is such a fascinating 
sport that one wonders why 
it has not greatly increased in 
popularity. Time was when a 
native of the Ozarks, who lived 
near one of its clear, swift- 
flowing streams, would carry 
his gig with him every time 
his work or relaxation took 
him near the water. 

He carried it much as the 
shepherd of Biblical days did 
his staff; it served him as 
balancing pole as he crossed 
a creek on a slippery log, as 
boat pole to transport himself 
up the swift waters, and as a 
sure means of obtaining fresh 
fish for his table. With deadly 
accuracy he could impale a 
fast-moving carp or buffalo 
20 feet away. 

Gig handles generally are 
12 feet or more in length, and 
a heavy cord about 20 feet 
long is attached to the end of 
the handle. There are four 
considerations in the aiming 
of the gig: the movement of 
the boat, of the water, of the 
target, and the refraction of 
the water. Throwing this weap- 
on requires skill, but a few 
hours’ practice should provide 
the beginner with sufficient 
accuracy to take fish his very 
first night. 

In the old days light to 
attract the fish came from a 
steel basket in the boat filled 
with blazing pine knots. An 
inch or two of water was in 
the bottom of the boat to ex- 
tinguish the glowing embers 
that fell from the basket. Two 
giggers, one fore and the other 
aft of the firebasket, and a 
paddler in the stern of the 
boat usually made up the 
crew. 

The eerie, but beautiful, 
sight of a johnboat drifting 
down the stream on a moon- 
less night, with the fishermen 
silhouetted by the fitful light 
reflected on the water, is al- 
most a thing of a past gen- 
eration. 


Change in Equipment 

Today, with a gasoline lan- 
tern and reflector on the front 
of the boat, and a motor to 
propei him up the swift chan- 
nel, the gigging «portsman can 
cover a great deal of water 
and can see a very large num- 
ber of fish. If he will become 
as proficient in the use of his 
gig as he is with his fly rod 
or casting rod, he can take 
home enough fish to supply 
most of his friends. And he 
will be giving tie game fish 
a much better chance for sur- 
vival. 

Non-game fish may he taken 
by gig between 12 noon and 
12 midnight (Central Standard 
Time). Carp, carp sucker, buf- 
falo, redhorse aud sucker may 


be taken between sunrise and

Hal Boyle 
Columnist’s Payoff: 
It’s the People 


NEW YORK (AP). 

SEVENTEEN YEARS AGO a strange thing happened to 
me. I became a daily newspaper columnist. 

For nearly a year before that I had been a simple bare- 
foot war reporter, covering the battles in North Africa and 
Sicily. 

But just before we hit 
the shell-blasted beaches 
below Salerno, Italy, I was 
ordered to start turning 
out a daily feature on the 
combat soldier’s life at the 
front—to become a Bos- 
well of the G.I. and, in 
effect, the poor man’s 
Ernie Pyle. 

Looking back now across 
the years of semi-peace, 
I realize that a war, for 
all its boredom, fear and 
danger of death, is a re- 
porter’s dream assignment 
—for two reasons: 

In the raw bloody 
drama of the battle- 
field men show them- 
selves as they truly 
are, and you never 
run out of things 

really worth writing about. You have a ready-made 
audience. The people back home are desperately eager 
for every scrap of information you can give them 
their men in far-oft actions.

But victory quickly dissipates the national unity forged 
in war. In peace men go back to pursuing their separate and 
variable goals; it becomes difficult fot a writer to find themes 
of common interest to all. 


I had the same trouble getting back to normal life as 
millions of G.I.s did. It took me a year of traveling around 
the world after 1945 to get my column out of uniform and 
into civilian mufti. 


For some reason many readers are interested in a news- 
paper columnist’s job, perhaps because they believe it to be 
more glamorous, romantic and exciting than it really is. 


In a moment of deep insight Don Marquis, who 
wrote a daily column before he repented and became 
a playwright, described this odd occupation best. He 
said it was like “digging a daily grave.” 


This is because the torture of trying to find a fairly fresh 
idea every 24 hours haunts all columnists eventually. Also 
columnists traditionally enlarge on their woes for another 
reason—to frighten away better writers who might become 
competitors. 

Like all jobs columning has its disappointments and 
rewards. 

The biggest disappointment is that you can’t live up to 
the more idealized conceptions of some readers. They often 
secretly expect you to look like Cary Grant and talk like 
Oscar Wilde, and when they meet you face to face they look 
at you as if you were an impostor. 


There should be a law forbidding columnists to have their 
photographs taken or to appear in public. This would save 
illusions on all sides. 


The greatest reward of columning isn’t a penthouse apart- 
ment, a chauffeur-driven car, or chummy weekends on the 
golf course with President Eisenhower, because a columnist 
doesn’t usually enjoy any of these things. 


The payoff isn’t the paycheck but the people. All 
people are wonderful in some ways— every human 
heart has a story worth telling if you take the trouble

THE VOGUE OF COMPLETE ENSEMBLES is simplify- 
ing fall shopping for St. Louis women. So many of the season’s 
important fashions feature the costume idea that one purchase 
suffices for the basic components of a co-ordinated outfit. 

Dresses with their own jackets predominate among the 
ensemble ideas on display in the stores. Types range from 
casual to late day and evening. The comparatively short 
jacket appears most often although there is an increased 
trend toward hip-length and even longer jackets in the more 
expensive styles by big-name designers. Some dresses with 
full length coats also are available and impressive. 

Untrimmed models are surprisingly moderate in price 
when one considers the newness of silhouettes, good work- 
manship and attractive fabrics. Prices of fur-trimmed models 
are governed by the expensiveness and extent of the fur used 
in the ornamentation. Sketched are four versions of the dress- 
and-jacket theme. 

1—A soft-finished lightweight woolen in the new plum 
shade was used for the skirt and jacket of this California- 
designed ensemble. Attached bodice is of a mauve- toned 
chiffon. Bodice is draped across the front, has a low neckline 
and is sleeveless. Skirt is cut along slim lines. The jacket 
features a wide collar that swings away from the neckline and 
is fastened with a fabric rosette. Rounded shoulders are in 
accord with the prevailing cut of many of the jackets. 

2—Another California-designed costume adds a handsome 
collar of Canadian fox. The fur is especially flattering as there 


is much white next to the face, Fabric is a wool crepe in the 
“quicksand” shade, a tone that has ‘a very faint pinkish cast. 
Longer jacket extending to the hipline is rounded at the front. 
The demi-fitting is a notable feature of many jackets. One- 
piece dress with slender, four-gored skirt has some fullness 
above and below the waistline to inject a slightly bloused 
effect.

The wide 
belt of the fabric which is finished with a bow at the front 
shows below the edge of the bolero jacket. Wide-away collar 
and casual fitting are characteristics of the jacket silhouette. 

4—Printed woolens are high in fashion’s favor and are 
being used for complete ensembles as well as for dresses. 
Sketched is a popular full-skirted type. Cartridge pleating 
gives a decorative effect to the top of the skirt. The attached 
bodice has a low, rounded neckline. The elongated shoulder- 
line forms brief sleeves. A belt of matching velvet has a bow 
at the front. Waist-length jacket is demi-fitted and adds a 
little collar. A shade of rose red in an all-over floral pattern 
or a pretty blue tone may be obtained in misses sizes.

He Finds Movies 


‘Dirtier Than Ever’ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14. 

MOVIES ARE DIRTIER THAN EVER, aren't they? It 
poses quite a problem nowadays finding a movie to take 
the children to. I left the kiddies home when I went to “The 
Apartment,” feeling it 
wasn’t suitable for them, 
and then took them to 
“The Rat Race,” which 
was far more unsuitable 
for them, and not nearly 
s0 good a movie. 

Some years back, in an 
effort to combat television, 
the motion picture indus- 
try stumbled on the device 
of the block buster. It 
was discovered that if one 
movie star per picture 
would gross X amount of 
dollars, three movie stars 
per picture would gross 
three times that much. 
Well, now the picture peo- 
ple have applied the 
block buster principle to 
adultery. If one adultery 
grosses X dollars, three 
adulteries will gross 3X 
dollars. This lovely rule 
has been used with stunning success on “From the Terrace,” 
@ movie which Twentieth co a has announced proudly 


has broken the record set by “Peyton Place,” another dirty 
movie that Fox spawned. 


JOHN CROSBY 


In “From The Terrace,” adultery spread from 
mother to daughter-in-law to son, all of which con- 
sumes about three hours. (Or maybe it just seemed 
that long. “From the Terrace” makes adultery seem 
only interminable.) Apart from its multiple adulteries, 
“From the Terrace’ is rather old hat. John 
O’Hara’s ideas on how the upper classes behave at 
parties, in the board room of big business, and in 
the steel mills, I find fairly hilarious. He is the Edith 
Wharton of the drug stores, all right, all right. 


Frankly, I haven’t seen ‘‘Psycho,” and I don’t intend 
to. A friend, who is very gifted at describing movies gave me 
@ corpse by corpse, horror account of it—including the end- 
ing, the telling of which Alfred Hitchcock has proclaimed a 
crime just a little below treason. I’m not nearly so interested 
in the movie as in the argument it has aroused. I know a 
woman who had to call her psychiatrist to quiet her after 
seeing it, and has hardly slept since. There have been cries 
that censorship must be reimposed (and it will be if this 
keeps up). The other side contends that scaring people is 
an old theatrical stock in trade, rooted in the Grand Guignol 
and harking clear back to the ancient Greeks. 

My own feeling is quite simple. There are limits. ‘‘Psycho”’ 
has gone way beyond it. I think the current taste for sexual 
sadism is a form of perversion that ought to be controlled 
by law, if necessary, because it is dangerous to the national 
welfare. It is interesting to note that the French. who are 
notoriously open-minded about sex, won’t allow our more 
violent TV shows on their air, French Government officials 
have explained with Gallic rationale that the shows very 
probably would be just as popular in France as here, but 
they simply don’t think that a diet of violence is good for 
their people, and especially for their children. 

In trying to cope with the current trend, the movie 
critics are using that good old word, “amoral,” more and 
more often. ‘“‘Oceans 11” is a movie that has especially 
stimulated the use of the word ‘‘amoral,” which it certainly 
_ fs. In this movie, a commando team composed of Frank 
| Sinatra, Sammy Davis Jr., Dean Martin, Peter Lawford and 
some others less renuvwned hold up five Las Vegas casinos 
in as light-hearted a way as possible. What strikes everyone 
about this caper is the total absence of social disapproval. 
The boys engage in it more or less in a spirit of someone 
chalking windows on Hallowe’en. They’re not—it sometimes 
seems—even interested in the money so much as the sport 
of the thing. Their own punishment is disappvintment. 

Some of the dialogue is so awful that it has been widely 
quoted at parties. My favorite line comes when Ilka Chase 
discovers her son (Peter Lawford) had a hand in the rob- 
bery: “Oh, Jimmy, how could you do such a thing to me?” 

It’s one of the most uneven movies in my memory. The 
actual heist I found very exciting and colorful and ingenious. 
But, lawdy me, the backing and filling getting there. When- 
ever a movie has nothing to say, it seems to me the 
actors start getting out of automobiles. Or getting into auto- 
mobiles. 


As a matter of fact, the picture people in Holly- 
wood—much more so there than anywhere else— 
have a whole bunch of cliches to simulate action 
when nothing special is going on in the characters’ 
lives or mine. In “Oceans 11,” you can see the whole 
bag of tricks in the first hour. The actors open doors, 
they enter elevators. They get out of elevators. They 
answer telephones. They mix drinks. They walk down 
corridors. They go up stairs. They come duwn stairs. 
They go through revolving doors. They walk down 
streets. They drive some place. Man, you never saw 
such restless actors. 


One other observation about the picture bvsiness and 
I’ll shut up. Everyone’s a star now. The credits for “Oceans 
11” open with Frank Sinatra’s name, followed by the other 
members of the Rat Pack, in order of their importance. 
Then you see “also starring” ani, by George, you get 
another list of half a dozen names. Then come the featured 
players, a pathetic little roster of nonentities (or more prob- 
ably actors who have less aggressive agents), and finally 
you get “guest stars,” for heaven’s sakes. The total number 
of people actually starred in “Oceans 11” is 13.

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St. Louis Conventions Are Fred Rein’s Business 


They Bring $16,000,000 Annually to City, and His Job

A REGULAR FEATURE at 
business and civic luncheons this 
year is a brief presentation with 
a tape-recorded background. The 
recording brings sounds familiar 
to anyone who has ever been 
exposed to a convention—the 
registration balcony babble, the 
sharp rap of the gavel, the mar- 
tial music of the parade. 


In the midst of the noise, an 
irate woman is heard, venting 
her wrath because the parade 
has delayed her in getting to 
the hairdresser. When she re- 
turns home she complains to her 
husband about ‘‘those awful con- 
ventions.” Then comes the mes- 
gaze. 

Her husband explains that 
“those awful conventions”’ triple 
his business while they’re here, 
bring an additional $16,000,000 
to the city annually, and that if 
it weren’t for them, she might 
be rolling her own pin curls. 


This is the message that the 
St. Louis Convention Board is 
trying to give widespread at- 
tention in this, its fiftieth an- 
niversary year. Chief messenger 
is Fred Rein (pronounced Reen) 
who hasn’t been with the Con- 
vention Board all of its 50 years, 
just 44 of them, but is as en- 
thusiastic about the institution 
as if he’d given birth to it. And 
enthusiastic about conventions, 
too. 

“Take the Jaycees who met 
here in June,” he said. ‘Their 
convention was big, the biggest 
the Jaycees have ever had. It 
was colorful, it was lively and 
yet they conducted themselves 
like ladies and gentlemen. It 
was a real pleasure to work 
with them.” 


For Convention Board Man- 
ager Fred Rein, his business 
is his pleasure and this year 
his pleasure has been more 
diversified than usual. Among 
the 376 conventions meeting 
here in 1960 are the American 
Game Breeders Association, 
the Contact Lens Association, 
the Bishop’s Committee for 
the Spanish Speaking, the’Na- 
tional Conference on Severe 
Storms of the National Méte- 
orology Society, philatelists, 
chess players, magicians, and 
most recently, the Internation- 
al Association of Twins. 


Each convention has its own 
requirements and these cannot 
be handled simply by getting 
twin beds for the twins. 

“Conventions are like peo- 
ple,”” Rein points out. ‘“‘They’re 
the same in some respects— 
two arms, two legs, out-of- 
towners, business sessions. But 
aside from these basic similar- 
ities, each one is individual. 
What one wants the other 
doesn’t, what one simply has 
to have the other doesn’t need 
at all. That’s what makes this 
job so interesting; it’s never 
routine.”’ 

The Convention Board’s work 
On a convention begins any- 
where from 18 months to seven 
years in advance of the date. 
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A recent big and successful convention here w as the Junior Chamber of Commerce gathers 
ing in June. Here the parade heads toward Kiel Auditorium. 


Kiel Auditorium, site of many of the conventions that come to St. Louis each year, was the 
scene of a noisy electioneering parade during the Jaycees' session. 


In the board’s master files are 
the names of nearly 10,000 or- 
ganizations which hold conven- 
tions. Each card contains a 
complete convention history of 
the group, whether it has ever 
met here or not. With this in- 
formation, the board can de- 
termine whether or not the 
convention could be accommo- 
dated here before it tries to 
sell the organization on the 
idea of coming. 


In selling an organization on 
St. Louis, Rein emphasizes all 
the city’s attractions, including 
the Municipal Opera, Cardi- 
nals, Zoo, Admiral, Symphony, 
Art Museum, Shaw’s Garden 
and many others, although 
sometimes simply the city’s 
central geographical location is 
the deciding issue. Weather is 
not a drawback, despite a pro- 
nounced local modesty on the 
subject. 


“St. Louis has always been in 
a bad position because of the 
attitude of its own people,”’ Rein 
says. ‘“‘They lose no opportunity 
to tell people how hot.the city 
is and how they always leave 
town in summer. I have De- 
partment of Agriculture figures 
showing the temperature and 
humidity all over the United 
States and St. Louis is no worse 
than any place else. 


“T’ve been in Banff when you 
could have broken an egg and 
fried it on the sidewalk. I’ve 
been in Atlantic City when the 
humidity was so high I had to 
change wash and wear clothes 
four times a day. Our humidity 
is not as bad as the lake areas 
which boast that they are ‘air 
conditioned by Nature.’ And our 
air conditioning is more exten- 
sive than most cities. With 
air-conditioned hotel rooms, air- 
conditioned restaurants, air-con- 
ditioned meeting rooms and 
even air-conditioned taxicabs to 
take you to air-conditioned sta- 
tions, weather is no problem.” 

The Convention Board was or- 
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ganized in 1909 although it was 
incorporated in 1910 and takes 
its birthdate as that year. Orig- 
inally called the St. Louis Con- 
vention League, later the St. 
Louis Convention Publicity and 
Tourist Bureau, it brought 12 
conventions to St. Louis its first 
year, and from 1910 to 1915 an 
average of 87 a year. Now the 
figure is in the 300s annually. 

Rein moved his office not long 
ago and was sorry that he had 
to throw out some of his old 
convention mementos including 
menus from Tony Faust’s res- 
taurant, a favorite spot of early 
conventioners. 

“If any of us ate like that 
today it would kill us,” says 
Rein, who is a waistline watcher. 

In the 1930s it was estimated 
that the average convention dele- 
gate spent $10 a day. This, too, 
has changed. 


A recent survey which Rein 
made of a variety of conven- 
tions of all sizes showed that 
today’s delegate spends $30.11 
a day at a national or inter- 
national convention held here, 
$29.56 a day at a state or re- 
gional convention. Rein can- 
not account for the differennce 
unless it’s the “one for the 
road”’ the delegate doesn’t take 
if he’s driving home. 


Rein likes to describe his job 
as one of “‘sales engineering,” 
possibly because his boyhood 
ambition was to be an engineer. 
World War I intervened and when 
Rein came back from the Ma- 
rines and France, it seemed 
too late to study engineering. 
Instead he took a job at the 
Convention Bureau where he'd 
been working on Saturdays and 
during vacation time. 


“I was 18 years old when I 
started and my title was field 
secretary which meant chief 
flunkey,” he says. “I did what- 
ever I was told to do.” (Eighteen- 
year-olds have changed, too.) 

His first attempt to bring a 
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convention to St. Louis was a 
flop. Attending the Gideons’ con- 
vention in Denver, he brought 
with him cricket shaped metal 
buttons that made chirping noises 
and bore the motto, “Chirp for 
St. Louis.”” The decisive meeting 
was held in a church. Some 
youngsters got hold of the but- 
tons and the sound of the cricket 
could be heard throughout the 
services. By the time it was 
over, St. Louis didn’t have a 
chance. 

Rein learned the ropes and 
soon became a veteran, working 
quietly when the occasion de- 
manded, flamboyantly when nec- 
essary with bathing beauties and 
free beer. Today convention 
sites usually are chosen sedately 
by committees and much of the 
color has gone out of the big 
promotions.

Getting the convention to come 
to St. Louis is only part of the 
job. After this is done, Rein 
goes to work making physical 
arrangements with hotels, audi- 
toriums, the telephone company, 
exhibit movers. 

The board furnishes, without 
charge, convention personnel 
(those badges do not type them- 
selves), and often has ‘*o find 
booth builders, musicians, public 
address systems and movie pro- 
jectors. 

Rein’s job is a six-day-a-week 
one and usually he takes home 
a briefcase of work nightly, a 
suitcase full for Sunday. He and 
his wife live in Manhasset Vil- 
lage. It is the second marriage 
for each (his first wife died 10 
years ago) and she has a mar- 
ried daughter and he has two 
grown sons. One Rein son, with 
the United States Information 
Agency, has four children, one 
born in the United States, 
one in Bangkok, one in Viet Nam 
and one in Indonesia, The senior 
Reins usually travel only as far 
as a Minnesota bass fishing spot 


although once a year they go 
to a convention—the Internation- 
al Association of Convention 
Bureaus of which Rein is past 
president, 

Along with the economic ad- 
vantages of conventions, Rein 
likes to point out their fringe 
benefits to a city. It was the 
Smoke Prevention Association 
convention here in 1935 which 
spurred the St. Louis smoke 
abatement campaign. The Ad- 
vertising Clubs convention in 
1927 presented “Aida” in For- 
est Park which was the fore- 
runner of the Muny Opera. 
The National Municipal League 
here in 1941 gave impetus to 
the writing of the new state 
constitution. 

An expert on all convention 
questions, there is one which 
Rein cannot answer. How many 
conventions have used ‘“‘Meet Me 
in St. Louis” as their theme 
song? 

“I don’t have any ‘dea,” he 
says, ‘‘but I’ve written the words 
to a lot of them. In this busi-

: Skin Cracks on Hands 


| “Dear Dr. Molner: 


MY HUSBAND, who does general farming and is 53, has / 


trouble with his hands. 

The fingers crack and get small, pinhead-sized blisters or 
pimples, which then break. The same trouble occurs in the 
palms. He has tried all sorts of lotions and medications, but 
the trouble persists in cycles, coming about every six weeks, 
and is worse in the winter. . MRS. C.K. 


THE THREE principal causes are these: 
If the skin is thickened (because of heavy work, for 
its elasticity and may split instead of 
expanding. ; 

External irritation is doubtless a more frequent cause— 
irritation from oils, chemicals, dusts, paints, varnishes, etc., 
or a skin disease such as eczema. 

Cracking can occur in people who eat such a poorly 
balanced diet that they becme deficient in vitamins. 


Of course, it is entirely possible that two or more 
factors may combine to cause the trouble. It is 
also possible for a person not used to heavy work to 
eye 


In the case we're discussing today, the small blisters 
suggest some irritation or local skin disease. A fungus 
infection could be a possibility. It would be well worth while 


to have your doctor or even dermatologist—skin specialist— 


check on this. 
Generally, a bland lotion softens the skin and aids healing. 
A variety of lotions containing silicone are helpful. 


Cleanliness of the hands is important to prevent 
the cracked fingers from becoming infected, for 
obviously infections will delay healing and make the .- 
cracks larger as well as more painful, 


For another item specifically relating to today’s case, 
the original letter mentioned that the man took care of a 
large flock of sheep. \It is possible that he is somewhat 
allergic to wool, would tend to itritate his fingers. 
Sensitivity to other materials may, similarly, be a factor 
in this sort of trouble with other readers. So keep this in 
mind if there is recurrent or continued cracking of the skin 
of the fingers.
